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fhis investigation was initiated to determine SUBJECT's availability as 
‘an informant and potential witness in subversive casea. Information received 
from the Federal Bureau of Investigation indicated SUBJEC? was active in the 
Commmist Party (CP) fram 194% to 1948 and hed been a member of the Abraham 
~# Lincoln Brigede. 


Clearance was received from the local, office of the FAI on November 4, 1957. 


SUBJECT was interviewed at his home, Route 1, Box 26, Covelo, California, 
by Investigator Glenn D. Graham and the: reporting officer in the presence of 
bis wife, BRUNI HINMAN nee VASILU,. on November 29, 1957, at which time he fur- 
nished the. folloying information: 


Ll. He was born at Sheridan, California on November 13, 1905. He is a / 
citizen of the United States. He is employed as a mill worker by the warete 
lamber Company, Covelo, California. ar

after hearing NORMAN THOMAS speak over the redio he joined tha Socialist Party. 
i Shortly thereafter he heard TOM MOONBY spéak* and “then became acquainted with 

After short acqiaintanceship with MOONEY he became interested in the 
CP. Hé was-reeruited into the CP in 1934 by JAMES) BRANCH (who HINMAN stated was 
deported during the'30's), At.the time he Joined thé CP he was émployed by a. 
utilities company. He always used. Me own’ nalts while a member of the CP and never 
‘hea Be. Party. NEMA.

3. He received aa application<to join thet CP from Janes ERANCH and after 
ek 6 he filled out the application returned it to: BRANCH: He does not recall whether 
he paid an initial membership fee. He was issued @ membership book which he 
believes. bore’ the. signature of SAM.DARCY asState- Secretary; He was issued 
ee membership. books annually during. the period: of hia membership. He does not 
have.any of these books in his possession at the present time. 


4, He dees not recall what dues he. paid to the CP. He believes the dues 
: were nominal and varied depending upon whether -he was working or unemployed. 
. Stamps were placed in his membership book when he paid dues. He collected dues 
- for the Party but- ‘does not recall during what periods, for what units, and from 
whom, -He believes he collected dues at various times for several different 
unites 


5. Upon being. accepted into the membership of the CP he was assigned to 
the San-Mateo County uit of that: organization. He does not recall how long he 
vas @ member ofthis unit but believes he was a member until: 1936.- .He can not 
recall the hemes’ of‘any of the other, members of the San Mateo unit. other than 
a person he identified as REYNOLDS. He was next assigned to a unit. at Redwood 
City for a short time ‘and was. in four or Pive units of the ‘CP in San Mateo and 
Sante Clare Counties until he.went to Spain as a member of the Abraham Lincoln 
Brigete in 1937. After he returned from Spain, about January 1939, he was:

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“unatteched” eat San Francisco, He then went to.Los Angeles where he remained 
for a short period. and was also mattached. He returned to San Francisco 
about 1941. He can not recall being attached to any unit of the CP in 

San Francieco between 1941 and the termination of his CP membership in 1944. 


6. He held all the different jobs in a untt of the CP and vas County 
Organizer in San Mateo County ‘in.1936 and in Sante Clara Coumty in 1937. He 
never held a paid position in the CP. 


7. He did not fully comprehend the aims and purposes of the CP when he 
joined, but was fully aware of them at the time he went to Spain In 1937. 


8. He stated the CP never directly taught the overthrow of the govern- 
ment of the United States by force or violence, but that that aim was implied 
in the Party teachings in that the CP taught that circumstances would make 
violent overthrow of the government inevitable. 


9. SAM DARCY was bead of the. state organization of the CP when he joined. 
SCHNBIDERMAN later supplanted DARCY. OLETA O'CONNOR was also an officer at 
that time. He knew Al. RICHMOND before going to’ Spain. He never attended any 
closed meetings with RICHMOND but assumes the latter was a CP member because 
he worked on the People's World. He knew the husband of LOUISE TODD (apparently 
WALTER. LAMBERT) as a disciplinarien officer. He never knew HARRY WILLIAMS. He 
does not recall knowing JEAN KRAMER by name or any of her aliases: He recalls | 
paying dues in los Angeles to a fellow by the name of BARON who was head of the 
trede union movement of the Party in Los Angeles. He kney ARCHIE BROWN, JOHN 
SCHOMAKER, and BETTY GANNON. He recalls POP HANOFF coming to a meeting of the 
Peninsula once. He recalls a longshoreman named BRUCE JONES as & member of the 
CP. He stated he was unable to recall other persons whom he knev as CP members 
because he has & poor memory for names. 


10. He claims he terminated his menbership in the CP in 1944 when he 
moved to Covelo, California. Prior to that time he had pala his CP dues regularly 
but had ceased to function in the Party about a year prior to his termination of 
membership. He quit the CP because he was disgusted with the Party. He stated 
he first began to. become disillusioned with it while he was in Spain, and that 
after he moved to Covelo he “realized what it was and changed my attitude.” The 
longer he lived in Covelo the more convinced he became that the CP "was no good"; 
also while in the Party a parson lost contect with the outside only meeting other 
Party members and was unable to think clearly. He does not know whether he was 
ever formally expelled from the Party but heard rumors that he was accused of 
being a “Erotskyist". He was never approached to rejoin the Party. 


ll, He first attended Party school at San Francisco stortiy after joining. 
This was a full time school he attended for one or two weeks. He d4d not pay 
tuition and does not remember whether any unit of the Party paid tuition in his 
pehalf. He does not remetiber any specific courses at this school, but believes 
they were the “usual coursés in Marxien, Leninism, history of the Soviet Union, 
and something on the program of the CP". He does not recall the names of any 
of the other students at this school. He last. attended a Party school at the 
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California Labor School in San Francisco shortly after returning fram Spain. 
He believes he want to one or two classes only. He does not recall any of the 
instructors at either school, but recalls an elderly student about fifty years 
old whose name was "SILVER something”. He stated Literature was distributed 
at both of the schools he attended. He did not save any of that literature. 
He further stated neither school taught such subjects as Revolutionary Tactics 
or nappansets He stated a person could be expelled from the CP for sabotage 

er violence. 


la. He attended meetings regularly during the period of his membership 
in the CP. He stated seldom a night went by when 4 person was not supposed 
to attend a meeting. Unit meetings were held once a week. Out of the unit 
meetings came conmittee meetings. He stated he averaged several meetings a 
week during the period of his membership; further that most of the meetings 
were ciosed Party meetings, but occasionally they had open meetings. Guests 
could be brought to the unit meetings during an organizing drive with the. 
prior permission of the unit. While guests were present the meeting would be 
primarily educational,and very little business was discussed while they were 
present. At the close of a unit meeting the date and place of the next meeting 


. would be set. Meetings were usually held at a @ifferent member's home each 


week. General purpose of meetings was usually educational, organizational, 
planning of Party work,-and distribution of Party literature. The activities 
of theiunit in various organizations was also discussed at these unit meetings. 
Activities in the trade unions were most often discussed; Discussions and. open 
mactings were restricted to educational matters, and occasionally they would 

go through a routine agenda in omer that the vieitors might observe the neture 
of @ unit meeting. He could not recall any wousual incidents at the. various 
meetings he attended. When decisions vere-made in the unit they were based on 
the vote of the members. When directives came down from higher authorities, 
such directives would usually be discussed and voted on wmiless the unit was 
informed "this was it": He stated occasionally functionaries from the state 
organization visited unit meetings. He recalle POP HANOFY coming once. A 
chairman was elected for the various unit meetings, and the unit tried to give 
everyone a chance to act a6 chairman. The membership in the various units he 
belonged to was amall, and no Security measures were taken because the membership 


- Imew each other. It was unnecessary to call the roll or have a sergeant at armns. 


13. He was a member of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade in Spain from November 
1937 to Decembex 1938. He believes he probably was a member of the Veterans of 
the Abraham Lincoln Brigede at Sen Francisco for a short time upon his return 
from Spain. He does not remember belonging to any other Party affiliated 
orgenizaticns. : 

Li. Ue was twenty-nine years old at ‘the time he ssaited the CP and knowingly 
joined that organizations SUBJECT’s wife advised she was born at Edwardsville, 
Tllinois on May 7, 1907. She stated she joined the GP in New York City about 
1934 or 1935, where she attended only one meeting, She was not informed of any 
other meetings in New York City. She thinks she was not eccepted ny then 
because of "bad disposition", She came to San Francisco from New York about 
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er 1938 to about 1943. Ghe stated she did not attend mectings regulerly in 
Gan’ Frencisco because of lack of interest. She does not recall the names of 
eny of the other members of the branch to which she belonged. She believes

during the years 1936-1939. This list was transmitted to the New York 
Office by Bureau letter d/d 9/2i/\h. Using the State Department's list as 

a basis, the names were then checked against the information appearing 

in the case file on captioned matter. Where information appeared in the file 
that an individual had served in the Loyalist Army in Spain but his name did 
not appear on the State Department's list, that name was added to the list. 
Other names were added as a result of the recent review of ail Communist and 
related files in the New York Office.

George Edward Shibley, 230 New Park Ave., Long Peach, California is 
described as an individual who has long interested himself in CP front 
organizations and has appeared as a speaker on occasions at the 

Commrist Party forums on Towne Ave, which is run by the Los Angeles County 
Communist Party. 


Shibley was one of the individuals milling around during the riot of 
strikers and was taken to Fort Arthur for interview by the military 
authorities. 


Shibley, the night of June 17, 1941, attended a mass meeting at the 
Embassy Auditorium, 812 South Grand Ave.,Los Angeles. Shibley made 
the collection speech at this mass meeting. ‘he speakers at this meeting 


were the suspended strike negotiators and_suspended representatives of C.I.0.

On the night of June 17, 1941, shortly before Shibley arrived at the Embassy 
Auditorium, he became embroiled in a fight in a cocktail Lounge near 

the Embassy. Waldo Salt, at the meeting described the beating received 

by Shibley. It was reported that Art Kearns, DJKE HTNMAN, and Noah 

Tauscher went out looking for the individuals who beat up Shibley.

ENGELSKIRCHEN then returned to Covelo 
with the affidavit, where HINMAN read and signed the document. 


ENGELSKIRCHEN said that on several occasions he has 
discugsed with HINMAN the possibility that HINMAN make himself 
available as an informant or witness to assist. the United States. 
Government. in subversive investigations. ENGELSKIRCHEN said that 
on each occasion HINMAN has told him that he is willing to 
cooperate as an informant with the Government, but because his < 
echildren,;are unaware of his past connections with the Communist 
Party (CP) he does not desire to testify publically.
